ternational situation. 


May Recognize Franco 
, LONDON, Eng.—(/P)—There were in- 
dications Friday night that Grout Brit- 
ain would grant Spanish Insurgent 
Generalissimo Franco.the rights of a 
belligerent governor if he captured 
Bilbao.

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The Foreign Office received' Franco's 


request Friday that Britain accord his 
government the rights and obligations 
fo an independent state as far as hos- 
tilities are concerned. There was no 
official comment but reliable inform- 
ants sai dtliat favorable action depend- 
ed upon Franco's success in the Bilbao 
campaign. 


Franco, 
under belligerent status, 


could establish a legal blockade of 
Spanish government ports—if his navy 
is sufficently strong. He would have 
the advantages of international law to 
support military activities. Hitherto 
insurgent ships have been considered 
here to be operating as pirates if they 
sought to prevent free movement of 
shipping into Spanish government 
ports, or interfered with ships at sea. 
Belligerents have the right to halt and 
search merchantmen. 


Protection Charged Withdrawn 


The Basque government delegation 


charged in Paris that Great Britain 
had withdrawn protection from mer- 
chant ships which have been removing 
Bilbao refugees. Notice of Britain's 
decision came from a British warship 
commander who told the Spanish re- 
fugee ship Habana she no longed would 
be escorted, the delegation stated. 


A British Aclmirality spokesman said 


"We have no information about it." 
The Basque charge came as a surprise 
in London. Some officials believed it 
WHS made as the result of reported cap- 
ture of refugee shpis sailing from Bil- 
bao to Santander, Spanish government 
post west of the Basque capital. The 
Basques .said insurgent planes ma- 
chine-gunned roads and cut off other 
means of escape, with 70,000 noncoin- 
batants in urgent need of relief and 
only 30,000 removed.

Commission Due 


Quick action by the senate made it 


possible for the new judge to take of- 
fice before the end of the month. He 
cannot take the official oath before he 
receives his commission, however, 
and it was said at the Department of 
Justice that issuance of such docu- 
ments usually requires several days. 


After receipt of the commission the 


appointee will set his own time and 
place for taking the oath. It was re- 
called that 10 days elapsed between 
confirmation of the late Judge John 
E. Martineau, Mr. Trimble's prede- 
cessor, and receipt of his commission 
in 1928. 


Judge Martineau, then governor, was 


nominated by President Coolidge and 
confirmed by the senate all on the 
same day, March 2. He received his 
commission March 12 and took the oath 
of his new office in the governor's re- 
ception room at the capitol on March 
14, a few minutes after he had sub- 
mitted his resignation as governor to 
the secretary of state. The oath was 
administered by Supreme Court Jus- 
tice E. L. McHaney. 


Riiffon to Preside 


It was considered likely that even 


if Mr. Trimble should receive his com- 
mission in time to take the oath by 
June 28 Judge Heartsill Ragon of 
Fort Smith would handle the three-day 
calendar of miscellaneous cases open- 
ing that day. 


Judge Martineau opened his first 


term of court here April 3, 1928. Judge 
George T. McDennott of Topeka, Kan., 
had been designated to hold court at 
Helena the week of March 20 before 
Judge Martineau was appointed. After 
the appointment was made Judge Mar- 
lineau requested that the Kansas judge 
carry out the original plan and that 
was clone.

Put at Stake Over 


Conflict 


Huge Deficit for France 


PARIS, France.—</P)—The life of 


Premier Leon Blum's cabinet virtually 
was put at stake Friday night in a 
deadlocked conflict with the senate 
over the premier's demands for emerg- 
ency powers over France's finances. 
The senate refused to grant Blum the 
powers to control finances by decree 
he asks until July 31. The premier re- 
fused to accept anything less. 


Premier Blum and Abel Gardey, re- 


porter of the Senate's Finance Com- 
mittee, conferred, but both said they 
had been unable to find any grounds 
for compromise. This foreshadowed a 
battle in the senate Saturday, with fate 
of the People's Front cabinet in the 
balance. 


Premier Blum thus was faced with 


the choice of allowing the senate to 
pass its own measure, or insisting on 
passage of his own bill and making it 
a question of confidence in the govern- 
ment. In case the senate passes its 
bill, the premier presumably would 
ask the chamber to readopt his mesa- 
ure and wage a decisive fight on its 
second trip to the upper house. 


Such a course would enable him to 


stall i'or time and give Camille Chau- 
.emps, minister of state, an oppor- 
tunity to attempt to whip radical sen- 
ators into line.

Life of One Affected

To control high blood pressure and 
. permit the suferer to live as long as 
1 possible, certain measqres are desir- 
, able: 
first, the various possible causes of 


the condition must be investigated 
and removed or controlled if possi- 
ble. 1i there are infections in the ton- 
' sils, the teeth, the gallbladder or the 


Ijsnito-urinary tract, these must be 


, brought under control. 


Second, the burden on the tsisues 


concerned, such as the blood vessels, 
the heart or the kidneys, must be re- 
moved or lightened as much as pos- 
sible, 


"Ehird, because of the importance of 


rest in controlling this condition, it is 
well to have an analysis of the habits 
of the person affected as related to 
work, sleep, exercise, diet, worry, and 
similar facts. The observance of a 
good hygiene of living will do a great 
deal to help. 


Fourth, if a person with high blood 


pressure is surrounded by other peo- 
ple who regularly affect his blood 
pressure badly, it may be necessary for 
him to be removed for a rest cure to a 
sanatorium or resort or to some place 
where the disturbing and blood pres- 
sure .Simulating factor is not present. 


If the problem is one of financial 


worry, the difficulty is, of course, a 
special problem. 


One doctor has advised that patients 


with high blood pressure spend a week 
end every month at home in bed. 


The diet for the persons with high 


blood pressure should be a well-bal- 
anced diet with proteins providing 
about 10 per cent of the calories. 


If the patient is overweight, he must 


plan to reduce his weight slowly over 
a long period of time. He must drink 
a sufficient amount of water to carry 
away body wastes. 


The majority of people who have 


used tobacco over a long period of 
time do not have to give up tobacco 
on the discovery of the fact that they 
have high blood pressure unless smok- 
ing can be shown to be related'defi- 
nitely to the increased blood pressure.

Finds Many Virtues In 'Pulp' Reading 


Some 10,000,000 Americans ore read- 


ing the "pulps" regularly these days. 
They constitute an advertising market 
as fertile as thnt of the radio audiencs, 
nntl one of these days the great adver- 
tisers will wnke up nnd begin to ex- 
ploit it. 


So says Harold B. Hersey, veteran 


"pulp" editor, in a frank and engag- 
ing book called "Pulpwood Editor" 
(Stokes: $3). 


Man and boy, Mr. Hersey has been 


editing pulp magazines for something 
like a quarter of n century. In that 
time he has sent to the newsstands 
innumerable magazines— compilations 
of cowboy stories, of gangster stories, 
of love stories, of aviation stories, of 
every kind of story that you can easily 
imagine; and his revelation of the se- 
crets of the trade is deeply interesting. 


It used to be thought that the "pulps" 


drew their readers from the lower in- 
come brackets. Not so, says Mr. Her- 
sey. The audience is neither unintelli- 
gent nor povorety-stricken; its one 
characteristic is the possession of the 
kind of imagination that needs direct, 
positive stimulation. 


'Furthermore, he says, the "pulps" 


are filled with pretty high-grade fic- 
tion. Altogether, Mr. Hersey believes 
that it is better written and more en- 
tertaining than that of the slick-paper 
magazines. It is written strictly ac- 
cording to formula, of course; so is 
nine7tenths of the more pretentious 
iiction. Within its limits, it is re- 
markably well done. 


Whether you read the "pulps" or not, 


you'll find Mr. Hersey's book an ab- 
sorbing account of an unusual sub- 
division of American literature.

There are a lot of materials that Can 


be used'as .a 'mulch: fallen leaves, 
brush, branches and other forest lit- 
ter, 'and pro'bably the best of all, barn- 
yard manure. / There are many ways 
16 put this material to valuable use. 
Here are just a few. Many farms have 
raw gilllies and galled spots in the 
pasture. Farmers co-operating with 
the Soil Conservation Service have 
found that these areas can be made to 
produce abundant grass by "sweeten- 
ing" with manure. Many farms waste 
large' quantities of manure -each year. 
This mateHal will produc egood re- 
turns -in increased pasturage Jor live- 
stock as well as push vegetation along 
rapidly- to check erisoon l&sses on 
these galled areas. 


Autrey Wilson, co-operator with the 


Hope Soil Conservation Project, found 
that manure placed under strips of 
Bermuda s<3d pushed the growth of 
grass until the bottom and sides of a 
15-foot gully were completely covered 
the first .season. Mr. Wilson further, 
stated' that the best grazing in his 30- 
acre pasture was .down in. this large 
gully,. Other, farmers in the Project 
Area have noticed similar results from 
mulching -or sweetening gullies and 
galled, areas with manure, straw, and 
other waste materials around the barn 
I6t. 


If there is an old straw stack around 


the place that won't be utilized, you 
have'the best mulching material there 
is. Mulch prevents seed from being 
washed away, holds moisture for ger 
mination and vegetative growth, ant 
greatly reduces extremes between hea 
and cold. By using mulch, you come 
just about as colse as possible to du 
plicating nature's own way of protect 
ing young vegetation. 


Mulch eventually rots and become 


part of the s6il, adding valuable plan 
food and .humus. Combining mulch 
ing and fertilizer, you are making a 
start toward restoring fertility to these 
badly eroded areas. 


This is a practice that is easy for 


any farmer to duplicate. Farmers who 
have tried it have found that mulch- 
ing is a profitable practice in addition 
to aiding soil erosion control.

"For 80 years llic United States had 


been steadily growing iri upon itself 
aftei it went OVPI to Europe to fight 
for pence, only to find the European 
nations did not Scent to care much 
whether they had peace. 


"The United Stales refused to join 


the Leagoe of Nations partly because 
it proposed to enforce World war trea- 
ties that promised more war than 
peace. It refused even to join a world 
court designed to adjudicate interna- 
tional differences. 


"friend"to None" 


"A series of naval limitations treaties 


went to pot because of international 
mistrust. The United States then be- 
ban to build enough ships to keep ene- 
mies far f«mi_.itK shore" 


"Because war scares developed both 


in Europe and the Far East, the Unit- 
ed States enacted a neutrality act 17 
years after the World war. It was a 
solemn, fearful 
thing. The United 


States, no matter, what, would help 
neither friend nor foe and would or- 
der its. ships off the high seas in time 
of war for,fear they might get into 
trouble. 


"An international economic confer- 


ence in 1933 was suddenly scuttled 
when the Roosevelt administration sus- 
pected that any discussion of stable 
noney might jeopardize plans to re- 
JUi)d domestic prosperity. 'Frighten- 
ed.even by European war preparations, 
the United States passed a resolution 
saying 'No more loans to.Europe un- 
"ess it pays what it already owes.' 


"That was the capstone o na trade- 


solation program framed earlier un- 
Jer the Smoot-Hawley act which put 
tariffs so high that few nations could 
ship stuff here. 


"Russia was forbidden to do com- 


munist missionary work in the United 
States and teachers in certain public 
schools were forbidden even to men- 
tion that, alien doctrine. 


"Japanese Laughed" 


"It was about 1940 that war finally 


>roke out in Europe and the United 
States, in a panic that it might be in- 
volved, forbade Americans to visit 
Europe, ordered all ships off the seas 
nd virtually locked the ports to bel- 
igerent vessels. 


"For fear public sympathy might be 


aroused for one side or another, radio 
vvaves were blanketed out and foreign 
news was strictly censored. Foreign 
rade Was strangled to avert interna- 
.ional commitments and-to protect the 
lome market. Foreign scholars with 
alien ideas were barred. Foreign films 
and literature were censored, then 
outlawed. Foreign lecturers and if- 
nally foreign visitors were shut out. 


"There had been no such isolation 


since the Japanese isolation of two cen- 
.uries earlier. Even the Japanese hac 
o laugh at America's obsolete guns 
nnd plans when Admiral Perry-Moto 
landed. He could have blown San 
Francisco harbor to bits, but "he re- 
membered Admiral Perry, 150 years 
earlier, had been a decent sort of a 
fellow." •
